(b) The limits prescribed under sub-clause (a) shall not 
apply to investments of the Trust in bonds and debentures 
and deposits ot a company whether secuied or not 

Explanation : 

A new company means a company whose shares have been 
listed on any Stock Exchange first within one year prior to 
investment in the shares by the fund. 

(c) The Trust may for operational convenience or to seek 
changes in opportunities keep invested at any time not ex¬ 
ceeding 20% of the total funds in any short term money 
market instrument, bank deposits, bills rediscounted or simi¬ 
lar other avenues. Provided that till the Trust fully employs 
ihe funds of the scheme in securities, it may keep the funds 
not so employed invested in such securities as may be consi-' 
dered expedient including those referred to in Sub Clause
